On the anniversary of his passing, we pay 
tribute to Mr. F. W. Faxon, whose name the 
firm publishing this little magazine bears. 

Having been head of the so-called library 
department of The F. W. Faxon Company, 
he, in 1918, bought out his department and 
organized The F. W. Faxon Company, 
continuing the original business of back files 
and numbers of periodicals, and starting a 
subscription department. In the midst of 
his responsibilities he found time to carry on 
many outside activities. He was secretary 
of the American Library Association for a 
short term, then chairman of its travel com- 
mittee for along term. He was president of 
the Massachusetts Library Club for one 
term, and held various offices and committee 


memberships in that and other library organ- 
izations. And he was treasurer of the Bib- 
liographical Society of America for many 
years. All these activities brought him in 
contact with, and endeared him to, many 
people in the library world. And his useful-- 
ness was not confined to the library world. 
He was a very active member of his church, 
he was secretary of the 1885 class association 
of the Boston Latin School for fifty years, 
and in many other ways was a very useful 
citizen. All this in his quiet, modest manner, 
and with no thought of praise or financial 
remuneration. In his office he was highly 
respected and honored by his staff. 

Few men have been more generally missed 
from this world than Frederick W. Faxon.

The shyness of Sir James M. Barrie is proverbial. 
literary limelight, or rather his plays and stories have been. 


For nearly forty years he has been increasingly in the 
Barrie himself, with the passing of each r, 


seems to have grown the more determined to maintain an absolute silence regarding his personal life; which, 
since he seems such a delightful and likable person in his books, is difficult for his public to understand. It 


merely serves to pique their curiosity. 


Barrie seems to have a positive genius for eluding would-be interpreters, and his agility at escaping well 


intentioned, but curious persons, is as clever as that of Mr. Anon, who in the Little White Bird, whisked 
and his perambulator away into the concealment of Kensington Gardens.

Consequently, the amount of 


available material about the whimsey and humor of the diffident Scotch gentlemen who resides at 3 Adelphi 
Place is necessarily limited, although it can easily be conjectured that reporters or other interested persons 
make the most of any chance encounter. Sometimes, deprived of an actual interview, they resort to strategy. 
The walks of Kensington Garden have been found to be the most apt place for stalking their quarry. Or else, 
they catch him at some pub or coffee stall, where he delights to stand treat for workmen: and a lengthy, remi- 
niscent and witty article in next morning’s Times recounts the adventure in full. 

It is from sources such as these that this purely Boe ep bibliography has been compiled. It represents 
an attempt to run down, and corner if possible, the Barrie that most of us would like to know: the friendly, 
intimate, confidential and yet unfathomable small man who has chosen to withdraw himself, like Wendy, 
into the delectable Neverland of his own mind. Only once has he admitted us into the secret, as it were, and 
that was to assure us that the person we wanted to know was not Barrie, after all, but that delightful, fanciful, 
— literary fellow who wrote the books: in short, McConnachie, who loved nothing better than chasing 
whimsies, . . . 

“My desire to be the family solicitor, standing firm on the hearth-rug among the hard realities of the 
office furniture; while he prefers to fly around on one wing. I should not mind him doing that, but he drags 
me with him. He has clung to me, less from mischief than from companionship; I half like him and his penny 
whistle; with all his points he is as Scotch as peat!” 

However, whether McConnachie be the substance or only the shadow, he is a most interesting personality. 
Therefore, this bibliography takes into account those articles alone which set out deliberately to explain this 
dark individual. If, in their intentness, they sometimes forget and call him Barrie, it is because that until 
lately no one had told them there was a McConnachie. And finally, since Barrie has unconsciously given 
himself away by more than word of mouth, perhaps a glance at his writings would prove profitable to anyone 


snooping for clews.

“I remember once going the length of very nearly 
telling a critic that quite possibly he was mistaken. It 
was many years ago, before I had written any plays, 
when red blood boiled in my veins. It was not a bad 
story, though unfortunately the critic comes rather well 
out of it, indeed I would not repeat it here, except that 
I come rather well out of it also. It marks the night 
when I decided upon a rule of conduct with regard to 
you gentlemen, which, so far as I can remember, I have 
never broken. A historic occasion for me, therefore, 
and I am sorry I cannot remember what the weather 
was like... . 

“Sometimes I must admit it has been a rather close 
thing. Several times I have indited a reply saying, ‘Oh 
indeed!’ or something stinging like that; but my post- 
box is at the other end of the street and there is also time 
for reflection when one is putting on one’s muffler. So 
the report is never sent, though if the postbox were 
nearer or the muffler were not one of those that goes 
around twice, there is no telling.”

J. M. Barrie: A study in fairies and mortals. By Pat- 
rick Braybrooke. Phila., Lippincott, n.d. 162 pp., 
port. 

An almost uncanny delineation into the thought of 
Barrie’s plays and novels; together with a not too certain 
insight into the mind and personality of the dramatist 
himself. The book is valuable mainly for its superb 
analysis of Barrie's plays. In the realm of the novels 
and sketches one feels a lack of sympathy and under- 
standing, together with criticism tinged somewhat by 
persona! prejudices and dislikes. 

Outside of the chapters which treat purely of the 
writings of Barrie are several devoted to a characteriza- 
tion of the author and dramatist, such as: The Author; 
Barrie and His Philosophy; Among the Contemporaries; 
and, Summing Up. The volume is most attractively 
gotten up, with excellent print, good paper and general 
make-up. It contains a very unusual, and good, full 
page frontispiece portrait of Barrie. 


Barrie. By Thomas Moult. N. Y., Scribner, 1928. 
228 pp., port. 

A late study of Barrie and his writings by one of the 
foremost of Barrie critics. The book is quasi-biograph- 
ical; being an attempt to trace the literary growth of 
the Scotch dramatist and writer from his school days, 
through the journalistic period (which is covered in 
great detail) up to his present position as one of England's 
great men of letters. The book is well connected; 
interspersed here and there with quotations from Barrie's 
stories and speeches, which gives to the work a wealth 
of anecdote and reminiscence. The volume contains 
a portrait of Barrie. 

J. M. Barrie. By F. J. Harvey Darton. 
Nisbitt, n.d. 127 pp., port. 
series.) 

A study of Barrie, similar in treatment to Thomas 
Moult’s book, mentioned above. The subject matter is 
not so full, but Mr. Darton gives a better characterization 
of the personality of Barrie than does Mr. Moult. The 
similarity of viewpoint is acknowledged by the author 
himself, who admits that ‘“‘apart from some inevitable 
coincidences of fact and of quotation, we do accidentally 
agree curiously in certain views which might have been 
expected to be divergent. I mention this in justice to 
Mr. Moult, and to the readers of either book."’ 

The volume is illustrated with a frontispiece study of 
Barrie; a more recent photograph than any of the usual 
Barrie pictures. 

Barrie, the Story of a Genius. By J. A. Hammerton. 
N. Y., Dodd, 1929. 500 pp., ports., illus. 

Here is a magnificent lengthy and sincere study of 
Barrie by one of his oldest admirers and critics. Without 
attempting to belittle any previous book about Barrie, 
it may be said with safety that none of them approaches 
this work, either in subject matter or interpretation.

Sir James Matthew Barrie, Bart. 
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This is, almost, an official biography of Barrie. 

Mr. Hammerton began the inception of this book 
fully thirty years ago when he contributed a series of 
biographical and critical studies to various British and 
American publications, which were later (1900) reprinted 
in book form as J. M. Barrie and His Books. According 
to the author's preface note in the present book, “In 
thirty years there has been an endless flow of anecdote 
and story, mainly fictitious, concerning James Matthew 
Barrie (who had not then written his immortal Peter 
Pan), which has served only to obscure the real man. 
I have therefore written this entirely new work in which, 
for the first time, all the essential facts of Barrie's life 
and achievement, from his first to his seventieth year, 
= presented to his admirers on both sides of the At- 
antic.” 

The book is beautifully printed and bound, and is 
illustrated by numerous portraits and by photographic 
scenes of Kirriemuir, Dumfries, and other places con- 
nected with Barrie, or his books.

The outspoken and shrewd 
comments concerning Barrie’s gifts, and limitations, to- 
gether with a most witty manner of chastizing employed, 
make this short seven page study one of unexcelled charm 
and delight.

Written by a friend and critic who knows Barrie the 
man, as well as Barrie, the writer, this illuminating article

icism that embraces all his, to them, exasperating and 
maudlin qualities. Yet, according to Mr. Swinnerton, 
Barrie is very like Sentimental Tommy, who ‘‘could move 
himself to tears by a kind of impersonation of somebody 
or something heroic, or pathetic, or romantic, and at 
other times could ‘‘step aside, as it were, and take an 
approving look at his own emotions. Barrie's senti- 
mentality is this sentimentality. To those who are 
sentimental in other ways it is a source of acute dis- 
comfort." , , 

Apropos the long standing Daisy Ashford controversy, 
here seems to be the one simple and logical explanation 
of it all, and one which clears Barrie absolutely of its 
authorship. And for those of us who would know the 
man, Barrie, Mr. Swinnerton tells the heart-warming 
account of a deed that, to him, ‘‘does not a little to 
justify that romantic view of life proper to the author of 
Sentimental Tommy.”
